I, SHIMZ, Konosuko, do swonr on my conscionco that 
the following is truo: 


I became acquainted with KIZ., Ikki obout 1919 in Shanghai 
whore I was living at that time. TI returnod to Tokyo on tho 
same boat with tho aforoscid XTT.. and on arrival in Tokyo tho 
nforoseid KIT. .ntroducod wo to Dr. OKiW.., Shumoi with whom ho 
joinod offorts in promting o scrios of ultra-nationaslistic 
socictios. I wes comoctod with 211 of those in rathor unimportant 
capacitios, boing vory young at tho time. 


For somo timo precoding March 1931 tho aforeseid Dr. OKAWA 
ane I wore in tho habit of visiting the Kinryutoi Inn whore tho 
oforoseid Dr. OFWs “ot many .rmmy officers from timo to timo, 
omong whom was Coloncl Hi.SHIMDTO, Kingoro of tho irmy Gonoral 
Staff. During this timo the aforcsnid Dr. OK.Wi told mo that 
ho, togothor with ccrtain officcrs in tho .rmy, including tho aforo- 
said Colonel H.SHTMOTO, Kingoro, wore planning . revolution for 
the purpose of ronovitiug the Jnpanosoe government. I contributod 
approximatoly 2,000 yon to the eforosaid Dr. OKaWW.. for this 
purpose. My part in tho plot ims to throw sume bombs outsido the 
Dict Building during o domonstration of tho aforosnid Dr. OK.Wi.'s 
followers. It was furthor planned that the aforesaid Dr. OKAWA 
was to lead this mob into the Dict and procood to tako over tho 
governmmont. Tho aforoscid Dr. OX... told mo that tho aforesaid 
Coloncl E.SHIMOTO would obtain tho bombs from the my ond causo 
tho same to be brought to uy home. Shortly after boing advisod by 
the aforosaid Dr. OKuvw. that the cforoscid Colonol HiSHIMOTO would 
obtain theso bombs, somo throo hundred bombs wore brought to my 
hume whore I hid thom. Iator on I vas advisod by the aforesaid 
Dre OKatii that the plan had fciled for tho roason that the military 
involved in the plot hed backcd out. wWhoroupon tho aforesaid 
Dr. OK. 4. and I visited the Offico of the War Ministry for tho 
purpose of ascortcining why the plan had fciled from Goneral UGiKI, 
Kazushige, the Ministor of War, whon tho aforesaid Dr. OKAWA revonled 
hed perticipnted in the plot. Upon calling at the offico of tho 
aforesaid Gonoral UG.KI we wore advised that ho was not in and as 
wo stcrtcd to lenve tho building we oncountored tho Chiof of tho 
Militory affairs Buronu, Gonoral KOISO, Kuniaki, arriving in his 
err. Tho aforesaid Dr. OX.W.. appronched tho aforesaid Gonor.1 KOISO 
for tho roauson of tho failure on the mrt of the srry officors to 
go through with tho plan. Gonorel KOISO replicd, "It is a diroct 
ordor frou the .rmy that this plot be cbandoncd." 


The plot was, therefore, suspendod and lcter, on tho roquoest 
of Mvrquis TOFUG:WA, Yoshichika, I returnod the bombs to Lte Col. 
NEMOTO, Hiroshi of the Gonernl Staff, on assistant of tho aforosaid 
Genoral KOTSO. 


iftor the frilure of tho aforosaid Murch Incidont I continued . 
to seo the aforesaid Dr. OKA%. from tine to time at the Kinryutoi 
Inne On ono of these occasions in /.ugust whon the aforesaid Dr. OKi.Ws 
was drunk with Saki he told ne that he and a certain Colonel KOMOTO, 
Daisaku ané a cortain Colonel .M.KSU of tho Kempetai, together with 
Colonel IL.G.KI, Vice Chief of Staff of the Kwantung irmy, would bring 
ebout an incident in Mokden sonotime later on. 
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ifter the occurrence of the Bhnnchurin: Incident in 
Septembor I was arrosted and spent throo 1onths in jail. 
Whon I got out of jail in Decorbcar 1932 I saw tiie aforo- 
soid Dre OX. seversl times. Ho ms vory busy ct this 
poriod organizing Jimm Kai, on ultre-nationnlistic, 
rightist socioty, tho aims of which were to bring about 
a renovation in the J-panose G:-vornnent with tho ultinato 
purpose of oxpolling the whito race from ..sia anc the 
liborction of isiatic poople wider tho lecjership of Jnpan. 
During one of our motings sonotire in Mirch 1932 the oforo- 
anid Dr. OK... told ne thet he vas ixtorosted in a plot 
with a cortain L.CHIBAN., Kozaburo, who ws tho loador of 
the feruers group and cortcin young mval officors who were 
dissatisficd with the weak J:panose G vernmont at that time. 
I told the aforesaid Dr. OKA. that any such movanont was 
contrary to public opinion and could not succeed am that 
I could not perticipate in any further attaupts vith hin.
